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FJAKING their way ‘southward, in preparation for a pleasant 
winter of cruising in the waters of the Gulf and along the 
coasts of Florida are numerous yachts and cruisers, some 
with the owners on board and others manned by captain and 
crew, coming on ahead to be held in readiness for the owner’s 
arrival later in the season. ‘Placida,” a new 191-foot yacht, 
owned by Harry C. Haskell, vice-president of the E. I. DuPont 
Nemours & Company, recently left New York and is expected to meet 
her owner at Boca Grande. This is one of the latest in the American 
yachting fleet and was seen for the first time at the America’s Cup 
races off Newport this summer. It is the owner’s plan to spend the 
winter along both coasts and to make a short cruise to the West Indies 
late in the season. 


Another yacht which is expected in Palm Beach, is the “Sialia,” 
owned by A. M. Andrews of Los Angeles. The boat is 225 feet long 
and was built for Henry Ford, who once ordered it cut in half and 
lengthened from its original size of 202 feet. 


The “Vagabondia,” 225-foot yacht, owned by William L. Mellon of 
Pittsburgh, which visited Palm Beach last year, will get under way 
within a few days to spend another season in Florida. 

Edsel Ford’s new houseboat, the “Onika,’” has left Wilmington, 
Del., and will come to Miami to meet its owner, proceding from there 
to Palm Beach. This palatial houseboat is 125 feet long, is Gielow 
built, and is equipped with a pair of 275 h.p diesel engines, developing 
a speed of 14 miles per hour. Although designed primarily for off- 
shore cruising, the craft incorporates enough of the open sea character- 
istics, to be serviceable along either coast and through the Florida Keys. 

A new fishing boat, 40 feet long, will also accompany the house- 
boat. It is all-mahogany and was built at Neponset, Mass. It will be 
used in the South during the winter and off Seal Harbor, Me., summer 
home of Mr. Ford. 

Boats already under way and in Florida waters are the 140-foot 
“Caronia,” owned by James E. Whitin of New York; the 185-foot 
“Arcadia,” owned by Mrs. H. R. Hardwick, and the 195-foot “Amida,” 
owned by E. R. Behrend, of New York.

“Alder,” most powerful and largest Diesel yacht afloat, is cruising 
im the Mediterranean and probably will get to Florida by Spring. The 
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An auwilliary schooner riding out at anchor in Lake Worth. 
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yacht, formerly the “Savarona,” is owned by Mrs. William Boyce 
Thompson of Yonkes, N. Y. 


Largest of all vessels to touch Florida ports will be the 300-foot 
British steam yacht, “Nahlin,”’ owned by Lady Yule of Hanstead House, 
Bricket Wood at St. Albens. There is a possibility, however, that J. P. 
Morgan’s 3438-foot “Corsair” will stop on the east coast during hey 
contemplated trip to the West Indies. 

Many other yachts and smaller cruisers have already arrived and 
have found berth at the Municipal Pier or in waters of Lake Worth. 
The “Nirvana,” commodious yacht of John Wanamaker, Jr., 116 feet in 
length, is among the first of the larger yachts to touch at Palm Beach.

57) ana around Palm Beach, the most critical player can certainly 
f | find fairways and greens to his liking. Of these five courses, 
Se] two of them, the Palm Beach Country Club and the Palm 
| Beach Golf Club, will be the scene of lively tournament and 
match play later on in the season. The Palm Beach Country 
Club course opened January 1 and was played on for the first time 
this year on New Year’s Day. 

It was found that the contour of the course was generally satis- 
factory; so all efforts were concentrated on improving the layout as it 
stands, and there is no change in yardage, par or holes. 

The course is now in the best condition, since its inception, and 
golfers here are fast beginning to take advantage of it.

SAILFISHING IN PALM BEACH WATERS 


ALM BEACH is rapidly becoming world famous, not only as 
the favorite winter resort of society, but also as a premier 
fishing ground for sporting anglers. With the Gulf stream 
practically washing the shore of the island resort, its warm 
waters providing a habitat for all sorts of game fish, the 
v5] angler finds here a veritable paradise. Here at Palm Beach, 
there is no necessity of tracking endless miles to get a boat, 
spending weeks in getting accommodations, then only to be disappointed 
as to the catch. 

The angler at Palm Beach may merely get in touch with a local 
fishing dock while he sits leisurely at his hotel. An hour late he can 
be heading out the inlet to the Gulf stream, on one of the best < quipped 
fishing boats in all Florida, with a veteran captain in charge, who has 
spent years in these waters—and knows where the fish are. 

The adage, “It’s an ill wind that blows nobody any good,” is quite 
true at Palm Beach as it is elsewhere, especially among angling 
enthusiasts. 

That portion of the Gulf stream immediately northeast of Palm 
3each offers about the best fishing grounds to be found along the 
Atlantic coast, and every winter hosts of anglers visit the resort to 
try their luck at landing a bit bigger sailfish than they landed the year 
before, or to tussle with some other form of game fish. 

Feminine anglers have shown excellent skill thus far this season, 
and in many instances have put the men to shame, both with the type 
of game fish caught and the large size of the fish landed.

ON SUNNY PALM BEACH SANDS 


HE SANDS at the resort as ever present veritable fashion 
parades but the noon hour at the Breakers-Poinciana and Sea 
Spray beaches this year presents a picture just a little dif- 
ferent from those of past seasons. Bright colors appear once 

| more, but the notable feature of this season’s costumes is 
the prevalence of white. White pajama suits, white bathing 
suits, white berets, how utterly chic they are! Backs 
browned in the sunlight appear even duskier on the maiden who chooses 
white for her. costume, and the effect of these light outfits amid the 
brilliant hues that dot the sands, is most intriguing. 

Of course colored patterns still find high favor. Flowered and 
vividly printed silks, linens, satins, moire, are almost as popular as 
last season, but Roman stripes seem to be used more frequently than 
they were.

A pink that deepens to red ranks next in importance, and yeliow and 
gréen claim a smaller, but quite definite share in the choice of milady. 

Those of the feminine contingent who come down to the sands 
to chat and watch the colorful spectacle have been appearing in jade, 
red and white-dotted blue crepe. Yellow has been seen combined with 
white. Belts, jackets, occasional insertions, and accessories such as 
scarfs, berets. 

While fashion is of great interest on the resort sands, just as 
much consideration is given to the real purpose of going to the beach. 
Both at Sea Spray and the Poinciana-Breakers, swimming pools with 
competent instructors in charge, are the center of activity during the 
height of the morning.

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FISHING IN PALM BEACH WATERS 


EEPING up the noble work of the feminine anglers at Palm 

Beach, Mrs. F. Homer Smith set a record recently by landing 
a beautiful sailfish measuring eight feet and one-half inch, 
and weighing sixty-eight and one-half pounds, while out in 
the Gulf Stream on board the “Orca,’”’ owned by Capt. Herman 
Gray. Mr. Homer Smith and Mr. and Mrs. George Warren 
were also on board and appeared quite thrilled over the noble 
achievement of Mrs. Smith. 


A larger fish than even most men would care to tackle, it failed 
to daunt Mrs. Smith, who handled it like a veteran, although she did 
say that once or twice it almost pulled her out of the boat. Finally, 
however, the huge fish was forced to admit defeat and it was brought 
alongside and landed. Mr. and Mrs. F. Homer Smith are members 
of the Sailfish Club of Florida, so the fish was duly entered, entitling 
Mrs. Smith to a gold button, and maybe a prize. 


Miss Hope Bennett of Casa Sonata, Jungle Point, also joined the 
ranks of accomplished women anglers when she landed one of the most 
sizeable sailfish caught this year. The huge fish weighed sixty-two 
and one-half pounds, according to Capt. James McAskill, who entered 
it officially in the annual fishing contest of the Sailfish Club of Florida. 

The “sail” gave Miss Bennett a hard fight, but with fairly calm 
water and under the direction of an expert skipper, who was, incident- 
ally, her father, Dr. Thomas L. Bennett, the fish was finally brought 
to gaff.

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OLLOWING the custom of previous seasons, the speakers in 
y|| the 1931 series of the Current Events lecture course include 
noted authors, statesmen, economists and diplomats of coun- 
tries prominent in world affairs. Mrs. John R. Bryden, 
director of the course, has announced the lecturers for this 
season as follows: On Wednesday, February 4th, at 4 o’clock, 
Mr. Hamilton Fish, Jr., will speak on “Russian Activities,” at 
“Mar-a-Lago,” the residence of Mr. and Mrs. Edward F, Hutton. 
Mr. Fish was born in New York state in 1888, graduated from 
Harvard, cum laude, and after studying law soon became identified with 
public affairs. He participated in the World War as Captain and 
reached the rank of Major in the Army of Occupation on the Rhine. 
Upon his return he was elected to Congress in 1920 and has been 
returned for each successive term. For several years Mr. Fish has 
been on the House Committee of Foreign Affairs. 

The second lecture of the series will be given on Wednesday, 
February 11th, at 4 o’clock. Mr. Yusuke Tsurumi will speak on “Japan, 
China and Russia,” at the residence of Mr. Addison Mizner, “Via 
Mizner.” Mr. Tsurumi, the well known author and lecturer, is one 
of the most dramatic figures in Japanese political life. In 1928, he 
was elected to Parliament by an overwhelming majority. Mr. Tsurumi 
occupies an unique position internationally. He is an interpretor of 
Japan to America and of America to Japan. He has an unusual com- 
mand of English and has published over 20 books, some of them in 
English. He was in the government service over a dozen years and 
because of his close connection with his father-in-law, the late Count 
Shimpei Goto, many times cabinet member, he has worked in the inner 
circle of the high council of his country. He is already acknowledged 
as one of the outstanding leaders of the new Japan, which believes 
that he will, before long, formulate the policies of the Japanese gov- 
ernment. 

“Why I am Not a Socialist,” will be the theme of Mr, Randolph 
Churchill’s talk on Wednesday, February 18th, at 4 o’clock at “Lago- 

ar,” the residence of Mrs. Henry R. Rea. Mr. Churchill, the brilliant 
son of the Rt. Hon. Winston S. Churchill, ex-Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, on the threshold of his career, has come to America 
to lecture and debate upon present day problems which are now haras- 
sing Great Britain. He does not agree with the English Socialists 
that Conservatism is a dying cause. His entire life has been spent 
in the atmosphere of the British Houses of Parliament. There are many 
who predict that the Constitutional Party of Great Britain has, in young 
Churchill, a force that will bring the youth of England to her aid at 
a time when energy and vision are required to mould the future of 
the Empire. 

The fourth lecture in the series will be a Franco-Italian conversa: 


tion with special reference to the Mediterranean, debated by Dr. Carlo 
Flumiani and M. Pierre Donoyer at “Villa Dolce,” the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. John R. Bryden in Vita Serena, on Wednesday, February 25th, at 
the usual hour. 

Born in Trieste, Carlo Flumiani studied at the University of Milan 
receiving the Doctorate in Economics and Social Science. After pub: 
lishing several books on his specialty, the Italian government granted 
Dr. Flumiani a fellowship to study and practice American methods of 
financial organization, in recognition of his ability. In carrying this 
out he has been connected with Harvard University. 

Pierre Denoyer, born in Paris, studied at the Sorbonne, where he 
received a degree in letters; at The Faculte de Droit he received degree 
in law. While holder of the Rockefeller Memorial Fellowship, he pre- 
pared a work on “The Technical and Social Conditions of Journalism”’ 
in America. His interest in questions of foreign policy led him to add 
to this general training journalistic experience as collaborator in the 
two great Paris paper's, “Excelsior” and “La Liberte.”’ He is a con- 
tributor to “La Revue des Sciences Politiques” and ‘La Revue des 
Deux Mondes.” 

An extensive traveler, he has made a special study of French 
colonial administration. 

On Wednesday, March 4th at 4 o’clock, Senor Salvador de 
Madariaga will speak on “World Government,” at “La Fontana,” the 
residence of Mr. and Mrs. George Luke Mesker. 

Senor de Madariaga, the noted Spanish author, educator and states- 
man, is Director of Spanish Studies at Oxford University. In 1921 he 
joined the Secretariat of the League of Nations Disarmament Section. 
A year later became the chief of this section, and has played an 
invaluable part in the league’s work to bring about a reduction of arms 
in the world. He assisted in the negotiations between Lord Cecil and 
M. de Jouvenal which led, ultimately, to the memorable Fourteenth 
Resolution—basis of all disarmament work. Though eminent as a 
statesman, Senor de Madariaga is even better known as an author. 

The question “Is Neutrality Possible?” will be discussed in the 
final lecture of the series by Mr. William Penn Cresson.

——jOW THAT golfers are beginning to arrive in numbers in 
Z| Florida, more and more interest is being displayed in the 

various tournaments and match plays that are scheduled for 
this winter throughout the state. Golf activities are centered 


RvY mainly in Palm Beach, St. Augustine, Ormond Beach and 
FAS | Miami and Miami Beach. Each of these places has some 
ae special event or tournament to attract the golf addict. The 
golfer, either man or woman, who wishes to take his game seriously 
can enter into tournaments and match plays, will certainly find all he 
can manage this winter in Florida. 

There are so many tournaments of importance scheduled this season 
that it is well nigh impossible to take them all in without conflicting. 

In our own Palm Beach, the Lake Worth Championship is the first 
golf event of major importance to take place. The tournament will 
be played in four sixteens on the course of the Palm Beach Golf Club, 
from January 20th to the 30th. E. Thompson Starr, secretary of the 
Palm Beach Golf Club, has picked out nine tasty prizes, so there will 
be more than one chance to win something in this tournament.

Sophisticated people cannot fail to applaud Robert Sherwood’s new 
comedy, “This Is New York.” A South Dakota Senator, the lampooned 
yet probably authentic type of windjammer fiom the provinces, whe 
loves to fill the galleys of the press with his indignations, comes to 
New York and finds self and daughter in a jam. 

“Three’s a Crowd” remains the best of the revues—in spite of the 
presence of Libby Holman. 

The producers are cautious. Openings are being postponed, with 
various excuses. The real reason, of course, is worry. They would 
all like to put on another “Strange Interlude,” which incidentally has 
grossed a cool $4,000,000 in its several companies; but babies like that * 
are not born every day. Nor are they found under cabbage leaves. 

In our next appearance we hope to have some good news. Alfred 
Lunt and Lynne Fontanne, regal rulers of the native acting profession, 
are opening in “Much Ado About Nothing,” as these pages go to proof. 
And unless some of the maestros get the shivvers there will be one 
or two other nice things.

So we'll say the book 
of the week is Joseph Hergesheimer’s “The Limestone Tree.” Writing 
in those periodicals which appeal to the mentalities of stevedores and 
policemen has successfully dehydrated the promises that Hergesheimer 
showed in his early books many years ago, but you will find this book 
interesting, and, at times, reminiscent of the old stuff. 

However, there are some swell books on the shelves that a person 
of good taste will not want to miss. The stock of Rockwell Kent, Inc., 
has mounted considerably since the appearance of his “N. by W.,” a 
richly embellished and beautifully printed journal of his Greenland 
expedition, and his illustrated edition of “Moby Dick.” 

“Dining in New York,” by Rian James, is a handy thing to have 
around when you wish to heck you could think of something beside 
that joint around the corner. Our most adult connoisseur of the drama, 
George Jean Nathan, is on the lists with “Testament of a Critic,” and 
our most skilful master of fine language, and, very probably, our great- 
est writer, James Branch Cabell, is out with ‘Some of Us.”

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PALM BEACH LIFE 


Improvements Add Beauty To Palm Beach 


——]HOSE arriving in Palm Beach this season cannot help but 
AG@)| note the progress which has been made in beautifying this 

Nii world famous island resort, already one of the garden spots 
| of the world, and the strides which have been made in new 
construction, both in new homes and in extensive alterations 
and additions which have been executed during the summer 
and early winter. Palm Beach, in every sense of the word, 
is, indeed, a garden spot. Here, tropical foliage, vivid in color and 
growing rampant, is leafed out in varied hues of green. The hibiscus, 
and one encounters it everywhere, sports countless bell-shaped blooms 
of startling red, giving an appearance of artificiality, so perfectly are 
they formed. Flame vine and bougainvillea vie with one another to 
cover the walls of the expansive patios, and dominating the entire 
display of flora, are numerous varieties of palms, the cocoanut and 
royal palm holding priority, with the tall, shadowy Australian pines 
forming a background for the entire scene. To the east, lies the ocean, 
perfectly calm, presenting contrasting hues of green and blue, according 
to the depth of the water, or the proximity of the Gulf Stream. 


& Fronting the low-lying walls of 
thé ocean to lake estates are rows 
of Spanish bayonet, spiked sen- 
tinels crowned intermittently by a 
towering cluster of blooms, a my- 
riad of ivory-white tulips about a 
single stalk. Vines of sea grape 
cover portions of the spacious 
lawns in orderly profusion, and, in 
the lower places, the moonflower, 
with its nocturnal bloom, lays a 
mantle of green over the extended 
roots of the banyan trees. This is 
the setting that greets the eye of 
the winter visitor arriving in Palm 
Beach. 

Of primary importance, both 
from the point of view of beautifi- 
cation and utility, is the completion 
of the beautiful new highway ex- 
tending from Wells Road to the 
Country Club, taking the place of 
the old, narrow County Road, and 
superseding the Ocean Boulevard 
abandoned last winter. 

Commencing with a double high- 
way, it gradually converges into 
one wide roadway, bordered by 
palms and other tropical foliage, 
with a special pathway on the left- 
hand side of the road for wheel chairs, which takes the place of the 
bridle path at Palm Beach. 


Owners of large estates abutting this roadway, generously offered 
to stand the expense of constructing the new road, and to give portions 
of their own property, as well as to restore the borders of the boule- 
vard to its former beauty, providing that the old North Ocean Boulevard 
was abandoned, This stretch of road, a constant expense to the town 
and county, because of havoc wrought by the ocean, was filled and 
planted and a beautiful seawall erected by these residents. 


Under the direction of the Garden Club of Palm Beach, of which 
Mrs. George Alexander McKinlock is active president, the Gardeners 
Association, composed of gardeners of estates, planned and revised 
the landscaping of the Memorial Fountain and plaza on County Road, 
just north of the town hall. 


The background of Australian pines was removed and tall cocoanut 
palms substituted instead. Shrubbery and foliage along the sides of 
the pool was rearranged and changed so as to make the entire effect 
more pleasing and more suitable to the tropical atmosphere of 
Palm Beach. 

The portion of lake front, south of Royal Palm Way, has also been 
filled and is in the process of being extensively beautified under the 
town plan of civic beautification. The stretch of lake front, adjoining 
the Embassy. Club has also been beautified and set witn tall and stately 
royal palms. Evidences of such work can also be seen on many of the

estates and private homes in Palm Beach. Several miles of new sea- 
walls and bulkheads have also been constructed during the past summer. 


Building activity at the resort has equalled that of last year and 
many new homes have been constructed during the summer. Chief 
among these is the new and imposing Joseph EH. Widener residence, 
located on the South Ocean Boulevard just north of the Franklin P. 
Smith estate, running from ocean to lake. 

The residence is executed in the period design of the Italian 
Renaissance and is constructed of stucco and quarry key stone with a 
mellow tile roof. 

The site is a splendid one, advantageously situated to give an 
unobstructed view of the broad, everchanging Atlantic and Gulf Stream, 
as well as a charming view of the waters of Lake Worth. 

The new winter home was designed by Treanor and Fatio, archi- 
tects, of New York and Palm Beach. Most of the interior furnishings 
were provided by Carlhian of Paris and New York, under the supervision 
of John Callais, director of the firm. Added interior furnishings 
were also personally chosen by Mr. Joseph E. Widener, who is noted as 
a collector. The home contains 
more than 30 1ooms. 


The new home of Mr. Otto H. 
Kahn, located on the North Ocean 
Boulevard, immediately south of 
the Country Club, is another resi- 
dence in which the owner may well 
take pride. It is also executed in 
Italian architecture, with stone and 
stucco construction and has ap- 
proximately 20 rooms. Interior 
furnishings are done in a modern- 
istic note, which is a distinct de- 
parture from usuel trend but most 
novel and beautifully carried out. 

The new villa of Mr. Hayold S. 
Vanderbilt on the South Ocean Bou- 
levard, Lantana, is another magnifi- 
cent structure that has been added 
to the already imposing array of 
winter homes in this section. It jis 
executed in Italian Romanesque, 
and fronts on the ocean, taking 
nearly the entire portion of the 600- 
foot frontage, with a huge walled 
courtyard, patio and swimming pool

in the rear. 

Extensive alterations, including 
an almost complete transformation 
of residence and gardens, has taken 
place at the former Dun Douglass residence, now owned by Mr. Har- 
rison Williams. The estate is located on the North County Road, is 
of Colonial architecture, and takes its place with the ranking residences 
in Palm Beach. 

The home of the late Col. Anthony J. Kuser, now owned by Mr. 
John Sanford, has undergone extensive alterations and additions. A 
large swimming pool, patio, loggias and servants wing have all been 
added, the estate running from ocean to lake. 

Changes have also been made to the E. T. Stotesbury residence on 
the North County Road. A beautiful new south wing, in cloistered 
effect, glassed in, has been added. 


Other new residences which have been constructed during the 
summer are those of Dr. Daniel J. McCarthy, on the South Ocean Bou- 
levard; the residence of Mr. and Mrs. John R. Bryden in Vita Serena, 
the home of Dr. and Mrs. Leland Eggleston Cofer on Barton Avenue; 
the new villa of Mr. Joseph Snyder on Bethesda Road, the residence 


of Mr. E. B. C, Adams in Vita Serena; the new home of Mr. Alfred 


G. Kay on Chilian Avenue, and the residence of Mr. Henry K. Wells 
on Cocoanut Row. 


Other owners of residences in Palm Beach upon which extensive 
additions have been made, include residences of Mr. H. C. Phipps, on 
the new County Road; the Hon. Mrs. Frederick Guest, North County 


~Road; Mr. John Pillsbury, South Ocean Boulevard; Mr. Charles Minot 


Amory, Banyan Road; Mr. Maurice Fatio, South Ocean_Boulevard.

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FISHING IN PALM BEACH WATERS 


EARING up remarkably well under the reputation of being 
the best sailfish grounds along the Atlantic seaboard, in spite 
of the inclement weather of the past few days, the sport con- 
tinues to lure more and more anglers out into the Gulf Stream 
each day to try the thrill of the rod and reel. There is hardly 
any sport that gives one a greater thrill than to land one of 
these beautiful specimens of sailfish, especially when they 

are over eight feet. Members of the board of governors of the Sailfish 

Club of Florida met recently to discuss matters of interest relative to 
the further development of this popular Palm Beach sport. 

Many matters concerning the club, the fishing contest and arrange- 
ments for the club social gatherings were talked over, the meeting 
taking more than an hour. 


Members present were Mr. John Shepard, Jr., chairman; Mr. Ward 
Ames, Jr., Mr. David Hugh McCulloch, Mr. James R. Emery, Mr. Wiley 
R. Reynolds, Mr. Francis A. Shaughnessy, Mr. Horace H. Work, and 
Mr. Harry C. Woodruff. 


Taking a trip into the Gulf Stream recently, aboard the “Orca,” 
auxiliary schooner owned by Capt. Herman Gray, Mr. A. J. Thomson 
of Duluth, Minn., who is spending the season at Palm Beach, succeeded 
in landing a large sailfish measuring seven feet, six inches. 


The fish was such a perfect Specimen that Mr. Thomson is having 
it mounted by Fred Parkes. 


John Ordway, young son of Mr. and Mrs. Lucius P. Ordway, who 
was present in the party, also landed a sail measuring seven feet, four 
inches, an accomplishment that many men would be proud of. It was 
his first “sail.”

Cool weather and choppy seas failed to prevent two members of 
the resort colony from trying their luck at landing sailfish recently. 


Lord Grimthorpe and his guest, Mr. F. Peter Hervey Bathurst, who 
are stopping at the Breakers, went out on board the “Kadilla’” with 
Captain Schaffer and spent an exciting interval. Both landed sizeable 
sailfish, with Lord Grimthorpe’s “sail” weighing fifty-three and one- 
half pounds. Mr. Bathurst also had a sporting time of it with a large 
shark, which he hooked and worked with for a lengthy period, the line 
finally parting and freeing it before it could be brought to gaff. 


Both Lord Grimthorpe and Mr. Bathurst expressed themselves as 
being well pleased with this exciting Palm Beach sport.

Mr. George Downes and a Mr. Huntley went out on board the 
“Blackjack,” owned by Capt. Rudy Steinhauser, and had a goodly share 
of the angler’s sport. Each landed a sailfish, with Mr. Downes’ fish 
measuring seven feet, six inches, and weighing sixty-eight pounds. 
This monster of the deep put up a game fight which lasted more than 
forty minutes, but finally gave up and was landed. 
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ISITORS from the air are beginning to arrive at the Municipal 

airports, across the lake. Officials at both bases are looking 
forward to increased air travel from the North, when snow 
and cold winds make this mode of travel hazardous. Florida 
is generally conceded to be the most suitable state in the 
union for the use and development of aircraft. Towns and 
cities throughout the peninsular state are rapidly developing 
adequate airports and seaplane bases for the ccnvenience of commercial 
lines and the air minded individual who owns his plane, There are 
very few days during the year when planes cannot go aloft because 
of bad weathei. 


Several aircraft firms have started active production in various 
cities in the state and each winter brings a fleet of baby dirigibles 
down to Opa Locka. 


More than one hundred airplanes of all types and descriptions 
made their way over Palm Beach during the days preceding and fol- 
lowing the Miami-All America Air Meet which opened January 8 and 
closed January 12. 


During the rainy and windy weather, in the North, just before the 
meet, many planes were forced down in southern states. With clearing 
weather, however, they fairly filled the air in their haste to arrive at 
Miami for the races. A naval squadron, under the command of Rear 
Admiral Moffett, zoomed over the resort, creating quite a furore. An 
autogiro-helicopter also wended its way southward over the island 
resort with its huge propellors revolving above the machine, looking 
rather grotesque in comparison with other planes which were passing. 


The Currie Marine air base has been a scene of actvity recently, 
with a number of amphibians landing and taking off. This splendidly 
equipped municipal base is at the service of all those desiring to use 
a marine plane at Palm Beach, and many winter visitors who travel 
by air have been availing themselves ofy the facilities offered. 


Another step in the delivery of news by airplane has _ been 
accomplished, in which the public is interested, according to information 
from the Currie airport. 


It is stated that the mail edition of the New York Times arrives 
here daily at 10:30 o’clock. The papers are sent to Richmond, Va., by 
train Tuesday and thence to Jacksonville by Train Tuesday night. 


The airplane schedule is handled by the McMullan Airways between 
Jacksonville and Miami and will be maintained during the winter season, 
it is said. 

Passenger service, both north and southbound, was inaugurated 
recently for Palm Beach when two huge Kingbird planes owned by the 
Eastern Air Transport lines landed at the Municipal Airport out on 
Belvedere Roed. 


The first northbound plane arrived at the field at 12:10 p. m.,, 
and the first southbound plane arrived at 4:05 p. m. This service 
will continue daily, enabling passengers to embark for Miami, con- 
necting for Havana and South America, or northward for Jacksonville, 
Atlanta, Washington, New York and points west as far as California. 


This mode of travel cuts the journey to Jacksonville to two hours 
and thirty-five minutes, and the trip from Palm Beach to New York 
is completed in about fourteen hours. 


The Ireland cabin amphibian plane, belonging to Mr. David Hugh 
McCulloch, is also quartered at the marine base. Mr. McCulloch is 
an accomplished aviator, and often pilots his own plane. 


Mrs. Evelyn McLean, well known member of the winter colony, 
who flew up recently from Miami with friends, in a huge Sikorsky 
amphibian plane belonging to Pan-American Airways. The plane was 
piloted by S. J. Williams, veteran aviator. 


A private Sikorsky amphibian plane also arrived at the Currie 
airport recently. It is owned by John Hertz of Chicago and Miami 
Beach. He was accompanied by Mrs. Hertz, a daughter, Helen; Mrs. 
Charles McCulloch and Mrs. Ray Carruthers. 


Mr. David Hugh McCulloch took off in his private Ireland amphibian 
plane, accompanied by his pilot, for a flight to Beaufort, S. C., where he 
spent a short time bird hunting. 

Commodore Wheatley of Miami, who is interested in several large 
hotel properties there, arrived also from Miami in a Wasp-Ireland 
amphibian, piloted by Eddie Stafford.

The boxing enthusiasts of the Palm Beach winter colony are ap- 
preciative of the efforts of the American Legion in both West Palm 
Beach and Lake Worth to put on boxing bouts of exceptionally high 
quality and, as a result, this season bids fair to be the best that win- 
ter residents have experienced here. ~* 

The American Legion Posts in most of the cities and towns of 
the United States have put new meaning into the sport of boxing. The 
sport was far from enjoying a healthy reputation, in fact, its condition 
was verging on the disgraceful, before the Legion took it over. In 
the past few years, due to competent and honest management, boxing 
has risen so that any man connected with it can look the world in 
the eye. Fighters and managers are assured of fair treatment and a 
recognition of worth under the Legion guidance. 

The lads who prove themselves really good, are given plenty of 
chances to demonstrate their ability, and are not juggled about for 
political reasons as has been so often the case. 

Newcomers in the game are given many more opportunities to 
fight and learn, thus accelerating and making easier the rise in a 
game that presented, earlier in its history, almost unsurmountable dif- 
ficulties. 

The Legion arenas in West Palm Beach and Lake Worth enjoy 
advantages that are equalled by few Legion arenas in the country. 
The great number of prominent fight enthusiasts and box holders that 
spend the winter in Palm Beach are the cause of exceptionally good 
talent coming to these arenas to show their wares. 

Several wealthy sportsmen of the winter colony are taking up 
boxing as a hobby, and a number of members of their stables are re- 
cruited from the two arenas. 

Senator Harry Durant has several fighters under his wing and 
is looking around for other promising boys. Jack Monoghan is always 
interested in a worthwhile addition to his stables. The boys who are 
using the gloves know this, and they certainly put the best foot for- 
ward and do their utmost. 

The Oasis Club bouts will be starting shortly, and members of 
the club and their guests will see bouts between the best fighters who 
will come down this winter. Contenders from the Durant and Biddle 
stables, and some of Monoghan’s boys (Monoghan formerly managed 
the Hutton stables) will have it out for glory and advancement. 

It is not an uncommon thing for an unknown fighter to get a 
chance in one of the local arenas, make a good showing, and have Mr. 
Anthony Biddle or Senator Durant show an interest and promise him 
a chance if he proves to be worth while. When a lad gets an oppor- 
tunity like that, if he is any good at all, there is no stopping him. 

Senator Durant is putting a newcomer, Trenton Vaughn of Tampa 
on the probation list, and the way that boy is fighting to win a promised 
trip north this summer, is a wonder to behold. 

Another cause of the exceptionally excellent fights held in Lake 
Worth and West Palm Beach arenas is the large revenue turned in 
by the Palm Beach colony. All the boxes are subscribed for the season, 
some for several years, at a handsome figure which enables both Legion 
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Posts to do the exceptionable in arranging excellent programs and 
providing the latest thing in arenas.

One .of the best fights held so far this season at the West Palm 
Beach arena was the heavyweight boxing bout between Gordon Forten- 
berry of Cocoa and Bill Jordan, champion of Virginia, held December 
30th. It was a ten-round blood and thunder affair with Fortenberry 
up against a 12-pound advantage from Jordan. The Virginia lad was 
one of the most powerful hitters seen in the arena in many a day, 
but was unable to use his right hand effectively as he did all his dam- 
age with his left. 

The fight was a toss-up for the first three rounds, with Gordon 
pitting his superior ring skill against the strength of Jordan. The 
fair-haired boy from Cocoa almost got his man in the fourth when 
Bill took the count of nine from a beautifully executed right to the 
chin. Later on in the embroilment, Jordan rushed and clinched and For- 
tenberry pumped away like mad with both hands. Both the fighters were 
plentifully splashed with blood, Gordon from a battered nose and 
Bill from a cut over the eye. 


In the active tenth round, Gordan made a strenuous attempt to 
knock Bill out; he almost did it, amid the wild cheers of the crowd, 
for Jordan took another count of nine as the result of a terrific wallop 
to the kidneys. It may not have been the fastest exhibition of boxing by 
any means, but both lads hit hard and often, and Fortenberry showed 
himself without a doubt the superior man, and also proved that he can 
and will fight. 

On January 16th matchmaker Jack Menges staged a bout that 
had the customers frantic with excitement and standing on their seats. 
This bout was only a six-round preliminary, but it dished up such 
an extraordinary amount of action, that it is well worth mentioning. 
It was another heavyweight affair, between Packy Gardner of Indi- 
anapolis and Ben Colby of Miami. 


The fight did not show any clever or scientific boxing, but as a 
desperate slugging match, it would be mighty hard to beat. Both 
boys were out to erase a draw that had been handed to them several 
weeks ago, and each one almost did it several times. 

In the first round, Colby was pushing Gardner hard, and doing lots 
of damage with a punishing left, when Packy, most unexpectedly landed 
a lusty left hook and Ben took the count of nine. The Miami lad just 
managed to hold out the round. 


Colby came out like a super buzz saw in the second and Gardner 
got through the round by the merest grace. He was down twice for 
the count of nine from rights to the chin and careened from one side 
of the ring to the other as a result of the flailing arms of the battler 
from Miami. 

Gardner did the miraculous and staged a comeback in the third 
that was phenomenal and had Colby so near a knockout twice in the 
round that it was a wonder Ben stuck it out. Colby was down twice 
for the count of nine from lefts to the head. These were not the only 
blows that connected by any means, for both boys were giving and 
taking with all their might. The crowd was in a frenzy of excitement 
by this time. 

Gardner took the upper hand for the next two rounds and finally 
floored Colby in the fifth with a left to the head. Colby was down also 
three more times in the fourth and fifth, and fought like a wild man to 
stave off defeat, but finally had to take the full count as he was ab- 
solutely unable to rise. 

The boys got a tremendous ovation when they left the ring, which 
they certainly deserved.
